Foreword 


Covering  dissertations  accepted  by  universities  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  during  the  period  1883-1968,  the  first  edition  of  this  bibliography, 
published  in  1970,  included  some  1,032  entries.  This  second  edition  lists 
1,825  dissertations,  with  most  of  the  additional  entries  describing  those 
accepted  during  the  academic  years  1968  through  1974.  It  is  hoped  that  new 
editions,  incorporating  information  on  the  most  recent  American  doctoral 
dissertations  on  the  Arab  World,  will  be  issued  at  five-year  intervals. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  basic  format  of  the  bibliography. 
Errata  in  the  previous  edition  have  been  corrected,  and  dissertations  on  the 
Middle  and  Near  East  have  been  inserted  in  the  alphabetical  sequence  of 
entries  listed  by  author. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  various  institutions  which  cooperated  in 
this  project.  In  addition,  acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the  work  of 
George  D.  Selim,  who  singlehandedly  compiled  and  checked  the  entries. 
Dr.  Selim  has  made  every  effort  to  prepare  a  bibliography  that  is  both 
comprehensive  and  consistent  and  would  appreciate  having  any  omitted 
dissertations  or  errors  in  the  listing  called  to  his  attention.

Preface  to  the  First  Edition 


The  need  for  a  list  of  American  doctoral  dissertations  on  the  Arab  World 
has  long  been  felt  by  librarians,  students,  and  academic  researchers.  Lists  of 
dissertations  covering  almost  the  entire  world  are  mentioned  in  Winchell’s 
Guide  to  Reference  Books,  but  none  of  these  works  deals  specifically  with 
the  Arab  World  or  with  the  Near  East.  It  is  our  belief  that  such  a  list  will 
bring  to  light  unpublished  materials  on  that  part  of  the  world  and  will  meet 
the  needs  of  scholars,  who  are  tending  more  and  more  to  consult  disserta¬ 
tions.  Furthermore,  by  indicating  what  work  has  already  been  done,  the  list 
should  assist  students  and  professors  in  their  continuous  search  for  new 
projects  and  subjects  worthy  of  investigation. 

This  list  covers  as  comprehensively  as  possible  doctoral  dissertations  on 
all  subjects  related  to  the  Arab  World  accepted  by  universities  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  from  1883  through  the  academic  year  1967-68.  Hence 
dissertations  in  science  and  technology  are  included  as  well  as  those  dealing 
with  the  humanities  and  the  social  sciences.  In  terms  of  geographic  coverage 
the  list  pertains  to  all  the  Arabic-speaking  countries  of  the  Near  East  and 
North  Africa  and  all  communities  where  Arabic  is  spoken.  Minorities 
living  in  Arabic-speaking  countries  are  covered.  Titles  related  to  Islam  as 
a  religion  regardless  of  the  part  of  the  world  involved  are  also  listed  here. 
In  terms  of  time,  the  coverage  extends  mainly  from  the  rise  of  Islam  (about 
A.D.  610)  to  the  present,  although  there  are  a  few  titles  relating  to  the 
Arabian  Peninsula  in  the  pre-Islamic  period. 

Since  the  Arab  World  belongs  to  what  is  known  as  the  Middle  or  Near 
East,  it  seems  appropriate  to  include  in  an  appendix  dissertations  dealing 
with  this  area  as  a  unit.  Here  is  found,  for  example,  a  dissertation  dealing 
with  oil  diplomacy  in  the  Near  East.

The  procedure  followed  in  compiling  the  list  was  to  produce  as  a  first 
step  a  list  of  all  titles  relating  to  the  Arab  World  listed  in  Dissertation 
Abstracts.  By  using  DATRIX  Key  Word  List,  Humanities/Social  Sciences, 
July  1967,  the  compiler  was  able  to  identify  many  such  titles.  The  second 
step  was  to  consult  other  authoritative  bibliographies  and  unpublished 
sources  such  as  university  records.  Many  of  the  university  dissertation  lists 
were  found  either  to  be  incomplete  or  to  be  issued  irregularly,  and  some 
universities,  of  course,  have  no  printed  lists  at  all.  Additional  dissertations 
identified  in  less  authoritative  sources  were  checked  with  the  registrars  of 
the  institutions  granting  the  degree  for  accuracy  of  information  on  accept¬ 
ance,  title,  and  date.  In  this  way  more  titles  were  added  to  the  preliminary 
list.  It  should  be  noted  that  many  sources  were  checked  without  finding  any 
titles  pertaining  to  this  bibliography  that  had  not  already  been  found  in 
another  source. 

The  entries  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  author  and  include  the  title 
of  the  dissertation,  the  name  of  the  university  or  institution  in  abbreviated 
form,  and  the  year  the  dissertation  was  accepted.  Whenever  they  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  source,  the  number  of  pages  is  given  and  the  call  number  is 
entered  at  the  right-hand  margin  of  the  entry.  The  source  of  information  is 
given  in  abbreviated  form.  Keys  to  the  symbols  used  for  sources  and  university 
names  are  given  after  the  table  of  contents. 

The  Library  of  Congress  has  for  reference  a  complete  set  of  microfilms  of 
doctoral  dissertations  maintained  by  University  Microfilms;  the  order  num¬ 
ber  (formerly  publication  number)  which  appears  in  Dissertation  Abstracts 
serves  as  the  Library  of  Congress  call  number.  Where  Library  of  Congress 
call  numbers  for  printed  dissertations  were  given  in  the  source,  they  also 
appear  in  the  list. 

It  was  not  always  possible  to  ascertain  the  year  of  acceptance  of  a  dis¬ 
sertation.  For  consistency,  whenever  an  academic  year  is  given  (for  example 
1955-56),  the  latter  year  (here  1956)  was  taken  for  the  year  of  acceptance. 
For  consistency  also,  the  article  al  or  el  has  been  disregarded  in  alphabetiz¬ 
ing  Arabic  names. 

When  the  source  reports  that  the  dissertation  has  been  published,  that 
fact  is  recorded  here. 

This  publication  includes  an  index  based  on  the  major  subject  of  a  dis¬ 
sertation  and  key  words  in  the  title.
